teristic of the man. 

There are few ministers of the Gospel who 
would have voluntarily undertaken the work 
tius far so well performed by Mr. McLcoi, 
and a still less number who are so well adapt- 
ed for it. In the winter of 1864-5 ho left a 
comfortable and well ‘provided home and a 
large and growing congregation in the city of 
Denver to take upon himself the arduous post 
o: missionary labor in Utah. He organized 
a church in this city—the first Gentile church 
in the Territory—established a flourishing 
Sabbath School,.and collected from among 
our own citizens and those of California, funds 
sufficient to purchase a large lot and erect 
Independence Hall; in which every Sunday 

morning he preached, and in the evening lec- 
tured. 
As the pioneer minister of Christianity, the 


name of Norman McLeod wili ever fill a con- | 


spicuous space in Utah history. About him 
and his work there is nothing of the cant oi 
mere Sectarianism: His sermons abound in 
that enlarged charity and good will which are 
Yae essence and spirit if not the very founda- 
tion of Christianity.
